Cabbage.—It being very common when entering 
a house, at or near dinner time, to be assailed with 
the offensive fumes of cabbage, or cabbage wate 
er, permit me through the medium of your wide- 
ly circulated paper, to offer the following remarks 
to housekeepers on this subject. The usual and 
offensive practice to boil the cabbage with the 
meat, etc. or to boil it in a close covered pot, 
with a small quantity of water, whereby all the 
poisonous qualities are retained. The process of 
cooling the cabbage in a proper manner is simply 
this: let the pot, in which the cabbage is to be put, 
be filled first with boiling water, then throw in a 
hand full of salt, after which put the cabbage in 
by itself—Keep the water boiling the whole time 
until the cabbage is done; and be careful not to 
cover the pot. If this manner of cooking Cabhage 
be properly attended to, fewer complaints will be 
heard from those persons who are in the habit of 
eating this useful vegetable, and the olfactory or- 
gans will not run any risk of future annoyance from 
that quarter.—Philad. Ev. Poet.

It appears from another part of the letter, that 
when the fafer price of flour in Boston, was from 
33% to 393 dolars per barrel, the sfecie price of 
wheat in this vicinity was only six shillings per bu- 
shel, In those days, wheat dour was transported 
from this part of the country to Boston.

Cabbage.—It being very common when entering

the offensive fumes of cabbage, or cabbage wat-

to housekeepers on this subject. ‘The usual and 
offensive practice to boil the cabbage with the 
meat, etc. or to boil it in a close covered pot, 
with a small quantity of water, whereby all the 
poisonous qualities are retained. The process of 
cooling the cabbage in a proper manner is simply 
this: let the pot, in which the cabbage is to be put, 
be filled first with boiling water, then throw in a 
hand full of salt, after which put the cabbage in 
by itself—Keep the water boiling the whole time 
until the cabbage is done; and be careful not to 
cover the pot. If this manner of cooking Cabbage 
be properly attended to, fewer complaints will be 
heard from those persons who are in the habit of 
eating this-useful vegetable, and the olfactory or- 
gans will not run any risk of future annoyance from 
that quarter—Philad.
